The  Wellness  Programs,  which 
are  school-based  resources  dedi- 
cated to  improving  the  health, 
well-being  and  educational  out- 
comes oi  all  students,  are  made 
possible  through  a  unique  collabo- 
rative between  the  Department  of 
Children,  Youth  and  Their  Fami- 
lies (DCYF),  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  (DPH)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Urufied  School  District 
(SFUSD),  along  with  a  series  of 
community  partners. 

"I  am  proud  of  this  incredible 
partnership  among  public  agen- 
cies, the  schools  and  the  larger 
community,"  said  Mayor  Newsom. 
"The  San  Francisco  Wellness 
Initiative  is  an  exemplary  model  of 
City-School  District  collaboration. 
The  success  of  this  initiative  is  the 
result  of  a  combination  of  key 
factors  including  the  high  student 
interest  and  desire  for  services." 

The  San  Francisco  Wellness 
Initiative  is  a  unique  collaborative 
effort  to  support  shident  health 
and  well-being. With  leadership 
from  the  DCYF,  DPH  and  the 
SFUSD,  the  initiative  is  building 
on  existing  resources  to  improve 
the  way  government  agencies,  the 


Grants  to  Fund  Two  New  Summer  Youth  Programs 


Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  re- 
cently announced  a  combination 
of  grants  totaling  $125,000  to 
fund  two  new  summer  pro- 
grams that  will  serve  300  youth. 

The  two  programs  called 
jumpStarl  Summer  Sports  and 
Camp  fumpStart  will  target  low- 
income,  elementary  school  aged 
young  people  in  the  Mission, 
Visitacion  Valley  and  Bayview/ 
Hunters  Point  neighborhoods. 

Both  programs  will  be  nine 
weeks  in  length  and  are  set  to 
begin  in  June. 

"JumpStarl  Summer  Sports 
and  Camp  JumpStart  are  two 
innovative  programs  that  maxi- 
mize crucial  resources  through 
private- pub  lie  partnerships  with 
non-profit  organizations  and 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment," said  Mayor  Newsom. 
"As  we  approach  the  summer, 
we  need  to  find  alternatives  for 
our  youth  that  will  help  reduce 
the  likelihood  of  getting  in- 
volved in  risky  behavior." 

JumpStart  Summer  Sports, 
jointly  funded  by  Team-Up  for 
Youth  and  the  San  Francisco 
Parks  Trust,  will  support  recre- 
ation and  park  sites  in  the 
Mission  and  Visitacion  Valley. 
The  Mission  Satellite  Summer 
Sports  Clinic  will  offer  8-week 
basketball  and  soccer  clinics 
that  build  on  the  successful 
school-year  program  at  Mission 
Recreation  Center. 

The  Visitacion  Valley  Summer 
Sports  Enrichment  program  will 
engage  children  who  will  learn 

the  basics  of  soccer,  basketball, 
volleyball  and  explore  other 
sports  such  as  tennis,  swimming 
and  Capoeira. 

Camp  JumpStart,  sponsored 
by  the  SF  Parks  Trust,  which 
will  be  based  at  the  Joseph  Lee 
Recreation  Center  in  Bayview/ 
Hunters  Point,  will  consist  of 
programs  that  include  art,  mu- 


sic, self  expression  computer 
class,  weightlifting,  dance,  Hip 
Hop,  Tai  Chi,  sewing  and 
personal  development. 

The  San  Francisco  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  will  be 
providing  staff  time,  facility 
maintenance,  including  custodial 


and  supervision,  utilities,  exper- 
tise, curriculum  development, 
direct  and  indirect  supervision  of 
all  youth  in  the  programs; 
mentoring,  as  well  as  the  facilities 
including:  gym  space,  field  space, 
general  recreation  center  space 
and  meeting  space. 


Public-Private  Partnership  to  Strengthen 
City  Neighborhood  Business  Districts 


At  a  national  conference  on 
urban  commercial  district  revital- 
tzation  held  in  San  Francisco  May 
23  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  an- 
nounced a  new  program  to 
bolster  neighborhood  business 
districts  -  the  Neighborhood 
Marketplace  Initiative. 

The  initiative  is  a  public-private 
partnership  between  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  the  nonprofit 
Local  Initiatives  Support  Corpo- 
ration (LISC),  and  private  corpo- 
rate and  philanthropic  donors. 

Coordinated  by  LISC  and  the 
City,  the  Neighborhood  Market- 
place Initiative  (NMI)  represents 
a  major  step  forward  in  efforts  to 
strengthen  the  city's  neighbor- 
hood business  districts. 

The  City  and  LISC  are  backing 
the  Neighborhood  Marketplace 
Initiative  to  stimulate  job  cre- 
ation, development  of  businesses 
selling  quality  goods  and  ser- 
vices, financial  investment  and 
the  improvement  of  physical 
landscapes  in  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods. 

Piloted  recently  in  the  city's 
Excelsior  district  with  tremen- 
dous results  and  modeled  on 
similar  LISC-supported  programs 
around  the  country,  the  Neigh- 
borhood Marketplace  Initiative 
brings  together  business,  resi- 
dent, and  other  civic  leaders  in 
selected  neighborhoods  to  de- 
velop and  implement  business 
district  improvement  strategies 
tailored  to  the  needs  of  their 


nei^borhoods. 

"What  makes  this  program 
unique,  and  why  we  are  excited 
about  it,"  said  Mayor  Newsom, 
"is  that  we  havecity  departments, 
LISC,  and  local  funders  coordi- 
nating work  and  dollars  to  assist 
our  neighborhood  business  dis- 
tricts —  and  to  assist  the  districts 
based  upon  what  the  residents 
and  merchants  say  they  need  and 
want. 

It  is  a  public-private  partner- 
ship that  is  do-able  and  proven 
successful.  It  is  exactly  the  kind  of 
collaborative,  targeted  approach 
we  need  to  help  our  neighbor- 
hoods and  local  businesses." 

Under  the  Neighborhood  Mar- 
ketplace Initiative,  the  Qty  and 
LISC  jointiy  plan  to  invest  approxi- 
mately $500,000  in  grant  funds 
annually  to  support  neighbor- 
hoods selected  for  the  program. 

Private  funders  play  a  pivotal 
role;  approximately  half  of  this 
investment  is  provided  through 
donations  to  LISC  from  the  Slate 
Farm  Insurance  Companies  and 
the  Evelyn  &  Walter  Haas,  Jr. 
Fund,  among  other  funders. 

LISC  is  also  targeting  an 
additional  $25  million  in  financ- 
ing for  viable  and  desired  devel- 
opment projects  in  neighbor- 
hoods selected  to  participate  in 
the  initiative. 

Five  neighborhoods  have  been 
selected  to  receive  initiative  assis- 
tance as  part  of  the  program's

school  district  and  community- 
based  organizations  work  together 
to  address  student  health  ne«is. 

The  recent  opening  of  the  Burton 
Wellness  Program  coincided  witti 
the  release  of  the  Wellness  Initiative's 
annual  evaluation  which  found  that 
67  percent  of  students,  who  received 
individual  counseling  throu^  the 
Wellr>ess  Programs,  reported  they 
would  not  have  received  these 
services  if  it  were  not  for  their 
Wellness  Program. 

Students  themselves  are  some  of 
the  strongest  advocates  for  the 
Wellness  Programs.  Nearly  three- 
quarters  of  students  who  had  been 
to  their  Wellness  Program  reported 
that  tfiey  had  encouraged  their 
friends  access  the  program.  More 
than  50  percent  of  the  students 
surveyed  identified  the  influence  of 
peers  as  the  catalyst  to  accessing 
wellness  services. 

The  programs  provide  free, 
confidential  services,  including 
behavioral  health  counseling 
services;  support  and  empower- 
ment groups;  reproductive  health 
services,  and  information  and 
referrals  to  heeilth  resources  in  the 
community. 

DCYF  contributes  $1.6  million 
artnually  to  fund  the  core  staff  of 
the  Wellness  Programs  in  seven 
schools.  SFUSD  leverages  grant 
funding  to  support  additional 
nurse  days  at  each  of  the  sites,  and 
DPH  leverages  Medi-Cal  dollars  to 
increase  behavioral  health  service 
hours  at  the  sites.

The  presidential  commission  that 
investigated  intelligence  on  weap- 
ons of  mass  destmction  recentfy 
conduded:  "The  harm  done  to 
American  credibility  by  our  all-too- 
public  intelligence  failings  in  Iraq 
will  take  years  to  undo."  My  view 
from  the  start  has  been  that  the 
intelligence  did  not  support  the 
Admmistration's  contention  that 
Iraq  posed  tin  imminent  threat  to  the 
United  States,  and  I  have  consists  tly 
and  forcefully  opposed  the  war.

Wood  vs.  Bamboo  Flooring

Q;  Which  is  environmentally 
friendlier,  wood  or  bamboo  floor- 
ing? 

1  believe  strongly  in  using 
renewable  materials  and  energy 
where  possible-and,  from  thus 
point  of  view,  wood  and  bamboo 
are  both  good  for  the  environ- 
ment. Although  bamboo  has  been 
getting  a  lot  of  positive  attentioa 
wood  is  actually  the  better  choice. 

A  member  of  the  grass  family, 
bamtxx)  is  popular  largely  be- 
cause of  its  short  growing  cycle:  it 
renews  itself  in  less  than  10  years 
without  the  need  for  planting. 
There's  no  getting  around  the  fact, 
however,  that  it  grows  in  monoc- 


ulture plantations,  which  provide 
few  of  the  environmental  oenefits 
of  a  growing  forest.  Why  cultivate 
vast  areas  of  bamboo  when  even 
the  most  basic  pine  plantation  has 
more  biodiversity,  provides  habi- 
tat for  more  spedes  of  wildlife, 
contributes  to  soil  and  water 
quality  and  absorbs  large  amounts 
of  carbon  dioxide? 

Most  of  the  bamboo  used  for 
flooring  is  grown  in  China  and 
manufactured  in  Vietnam.  There's 
some  concern  over  lax  or  non- 
existent environmental  regula- 
tions in  these  countries,  as  well  as 
worker  safety.  In  many  cases, 
bamboo  flooring  is  also  made 
using  formaldehyde-based  glues, 
whidi  release  formaldehyde  when 
exposed  to  heat  and  humidity. 

Using  wood,  on  the  other  hand, 
creates  demand  in  the  marketplace 
and  gives  countries  around  the 
world  an  incentive  to  plant  more 
trees  and  maintain  forested  areas. 


Wood  products  are  recyclable, 
biodegradable  and  energy  effi- 
cient-with  many  companies  us- 
ing wood  waste  to  generate  the 
energy.  Yes,  wood  has  a  long 
growing  cycle.  That  isn't  a  bad 
thing.  We  want  forests  at  different 
stages  of  growth  across  the 
landscape.  Some  people  place 
greater  value  on  old  forests 
because  of  their  beauty.  Beauty  is 
subjective  and,  while  old  forests 
do  indeed  provide  habitat  for 
many  species  of  wildlife,  other 
species  actually  prefer  newly 
regenerating  stands. 

Asa  sensible  environmentalist,  I 
believe  that  bamboo  and  wood 
flooring  are  both  preferable  to 
flooring  made  with  non-renew- 
able materials  but  that  wood  is  the 
environmentally  friendlier  choice.

Small  Business  California  re-  form,  energy  and  education,  said 
leased  the  results  of  its  first  Smalt  Kim  Parker,  executive  director  of 
Business  Survey  which  was  distrib-  the  California   Association  of 
uted  to  more  than  20,000  busi-  Employers, 
nesses  throughout  the  state  with 
less  than  100  employees. 

The  Survey  showed  pessimism 
about  the  State  of  Califonua's 
economy  and  a  strong  desire  for 
ihe  State  to  address  health  care 
and  continue  addressing  workers 
compensation  costs  and  improve 
the  quality  of  education. 

According  to  the  survey,  the  top 
three  issues  small  business  own- 
ers would  like  the  State  to  address 
are:  the  rising  cost  of  health  care 
(88  percent),  continuing  reform  of 
worker's  compensation  (82  per- 
cent), and  the  quality  of  education 
(79  percent). 

"Small  business  owners  might 
be  pessimistic  about  the  condi-

Califomians  Set  All-Time  Record 
For  Bottle  and  Can  Recycling  in  2004 


The  state's  Department  of  Con- 
servation released  statistics  on 
May  20  that  show  Califomians 
recyded  at  an  aU-time  high  in 
2004,  giving  a  new  lease  on  life  to  a 
total  of  12  billion  aluminum,  glass 
and  plastic  California  Refund 
Value  beverage  containers. 

That  number  easily  outpaced  the 
previous  high  of  10.6  billion  in 
2002,  and  represented  a  1 .5  billion- 
container  increase  over  the  2003 
figure  of  10.5  billion. 

"This  is  an  exdting  achievement 
for  California  in  terms  of  energy 
savings,  natural  resource  conser- 
vation, waste  reduction  and  litter 
prevention,"  said  state  Secretary 
for  Resources  Mike  Chrisman. 

The  overall  recycling  rate  (the 
percentage  of  CRV  containers 
recyded  in  comparison  to  total 
sales)  rose  to  59  percent,  compared 
to  55  percent  in  2003.  For  the  first 
time,  total  sales  of  CRV  containers 
surpassed  20  billion.  Clear  plastic 
containers  such  as  single-serve 
water  bottles  had  a  particuiarly 
impressive  increase  compared  to 
2003  with  a  30  percent  gain  in  total 


volume  recyded,  to  2.5  billion 
bottles.  Glass  volume  was  up  14 
percent  to  almost  2  billion,  while 
aluminum  rose  9  percent  to  7.4 
billion  cans.  Other  types  of  plastic, 
along  with  bi-metal  cans,  made  up 
the  remainder. 

The  jump  in  recycling  equates 
roughly  to  saving  31  niillion 
gallons  of  gasoline,  and  the  1.5 
billion  containers  would  fill  to  the 
rim  three  50,000-seat  baseball 
stadiums. 

Looking  ahead,  Department  of 
Conservation  Interim  Diredor 
Debbie  Sareeram  encouraged  con- 
sumers to  make  an  even  greater 
commitmait  to  beverage  con- 
tainer recyding. 

"As  we  move  forward  into  the 
summer  months,  when  consump- 
tion is  at  its  peak,  we  should  all 
remember  to  put  our  bottles  and 
cans  into  the  recycling  bin  and  not 
the  trash  can,"  Sareeram  said. 

The  increase  in  the  recyding  rate 
may  t>e  tied  to  a  number  of  things, 
including  a  higher  California 
Refund  Value  that  took  effed  in 
lanuary  2004.

Companies  looking  lo  cut  back 
on  training  and  investment  in 
Customer  Service  Call  Centers 
will  face  serious  financied  cor\se- 
quences. 

A  groundbreaking  research 
study,  recently  undertaken  by 
Ermn  Roman  Direct  Marketing, 
has  uncovered  startling  new 
insights  into  the  world  of  cus- 
tomer service.

Additionally,  83  percent  will  be 
unlikely  lo  recommend  the  com- 
pany to  others. 

These  figures  indicate  that  the 
business  world  needs  lo  re-thii\k 
how  they  value  customer  rela- 
tionships. 

"My  passion  is  to  change  the 
way  American  companies  treat 
their  customers,"  says  Eman 
Roman,  president  of  Eman  Ro- 
man Direct  Marketing  and  the  co- 
author of  Opt-In  Marketing:  In- 
creasing Sales  Exponentially  with 
Consensual  Marketing.  "By  funda- 
mentally changing  how  they 
respect  and  value  the  relationship 


with  customers,  Ihey  will  achieve 
a  significant  increase  in  customer 
loyalty  and  an  exponential  in- 
crease in  revenue." 

Customers  have  forced  a  change 
in  the  way  they  wish  to  be  treated 
and  successful  comparues  will 
have  lo  adapt  to  meet  their  needs. 

"This  puts  the  burden  back  on 
the  marketer,"  says  Roman.  "If 
marketers  wish  lo  attract  and 
keep  customers,  they  must  learn 
their  needs  and  deliver  value  per 
the  requirements  of  those  indi- 
viduals! This  applies  not  only  to 
customeKsexperiences  with  Cus- 
tomer Care  Centers,  this  applies 
to  all  customer  touch  points." 

Innovators  like  IBM  and 
Hewlett-Packard  have  seen  sig- 
nificant increases  in  response  and 
revenueafler  employing  Roman's 
Consensual  Marketing  Opt-In 
Process. 

IBM  and  Hewlett-Packard 
found  success  by  engaging  cus- 
tomers in  consensual  relation- 
ships where  customers  are  en- 
gaged in  highly  personalized 
communications  based  on  the 
person's  individual  preferences 
and  needs. 

"Truly  understand  ing  the  needs 
of  your  customers  is  the  key  lo 
this  process,"  says  Roman.  "Cus- 
tomers and  prospects  quickly  see 
the  difference  when  they  are 
treated  in  this  manner  and  the 
exponential  increase  in  response 
and  revenue  prove  it." 

It  is  dear  thai  there  needs  lo  be  a 
serious  change.  When  given  the 
opportunity,  p>eople  "opt-out"  of 
the  marketing  process  in  droves. 

As  the  overwhelming  popularity 
of  the  Do  Not  Call  Registry  illustra- 
ted, people  are  sick  and  tired  of 
being  marketing  to. 

"The  chasm  between  marketers 


and  customers  has  never  been 
greater,"  says  Roman.  "Market- 
ers need  to  come  up  with  new 
strategies  to  engage  an  overly 
cynical  public.  The  days  of  spray 
and  pray  marketing  are  ending 
quickly." 

Developed  by  Roman,  the  Con- 
sensual Marketing  Opt-In  Pro- 
cess is  designed  to  help  compa- 
nies build  benefidal  relationships 
between  companies  and  their 
publics. 

"They  tell  us  what  they  want, 
when  ihey  want  it  and  how  they 
want  to  gel  it"  says  Roman.  "The 
customers  allow  Uiemselves  lo  be 
contacted  with  the  expectation 
that  the  company  will  provide 
meaningful  value  in  return." 

The  communication  may  come 
in  the  form  of  direct  mail,  a  well- 
placed  phone  call  or  a  highly- 
personalized  e-newsletter. 

"The  Opt-In  Marketing  Process 
may  change  the  very  face  of 
business,"  says  Roman.  "It  is  vital 
for  all  organizations  lo  be  familiar 
with  its  prindples." 

Along  with  IBM  and  HP,  Roman 
also  counts  the  United  States 
Postal  Service,  Microsoft  and 
Golden  Rule  Insurance  among  his 
clients-  These  prindples  aren't 
orJy  for  the  big  companies, 
though  These  techniques  can  also 
be  applied  successfully  to  smaller 
mid-sized  organizations. 

By  ignoring  the  wants  and 
ne^s  of  their  customers,  Ameri- 
can companies  risk  losing  cus- 
tomer loyally  and  repeal  busi- 
ness. The  burden  has  shifted  lo 
the  marketers  and  the  time  for 
change  is  now. 

"Opt-in  marketing  simply  puts 
the  power  back  in  the  hands  of  the 
people,"  says  Roman.  "It  is  time 
that  we  listened  to  them."

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Books  Speaking  to  Needs  of  Blind  Veterans 


Read  all  about  it-America'b 
veterans  are  getting  older.  It's 
estimated  that  dose  to  10  million 
of  this  country's  nearly  25  million 
military  veterans  are  now  in  their 
senior  years. 

For  many,  everyday  activities 
such  as  reading  a  newspaper  are 
becoming  a  challenge.  Even 
younger  veterans  injured  in 
service  may  find  they  now  need 
help  with  tasks  they  used  to 
manage  easily,  such  as  turning 
the  pages  of  a  book  or  reading  the 
print  of  the  sports  page. 

Fortunately,  a  free  library  service 
is  available  to  help  veterans  of  all 
ages  whose  low  vision,  blindness 
or  physical  handicap  makes  it 
difficult  to  read  or  use  a  standard 
printed  page  such  as  a  newspaper. 
The  National  Library  Service  for 
the  Blind  and  Physically  Handi- 
capped (NLS),  Library  of  Con- 
gress network  of  regional  libraries 
brings  books  and  magazines  on 
cassettes  and  in  braille  strai^t 
into  the  hands  of  veterans  and 
other  qualifying  American  resi- 
dents and  dtizens- 

The  program,  known  as  Talking 
Books,  loans  memt>ers  a  wide 
selection  of  recorded  books  and 
magazines,  braille  books  and 
magazines,  and  music  scores  in 
braille  and  large  print. 

The  program  has  been  popular 
with  veterans  and  veterans  groups 
for  some  time.  In  fact,  they  are 
some  of  the  most  avid  users  of 
NLS  services.  Requests  from 
veterans  for  specific  materials 
receive  first  priority  over  others. 

Tom  Miller,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Blinded  Veterans  Association 
(BV  A)  and  a  veteran  totally  blinded 
by  a  land  mine  in  Vietnam  in  1967, 
is  a  longtime  supfx)rter  of  ttie 
Talking  Books  program  and  invites 
more  veterans  to  enroll  Said 
Miller,  "It  is  a  benefit  far  too  many 
of  us  don't  take  advantage  of." 

Applications  may  be  requested 


from  the  dosest  regional  or 
subregional  library.  A  searchable 
list  of  locations  is  available  at  the 
Web  site  www.loc.gov/nls.  The 
application  requires  the  signature 
of  an  offidal  source  such  as  a 
dodor,  caseworker  or  an  NLS 
regional  librarian  in  order  to  join 
the  program.  Many  veterans 
groups  and  programs  may  assist 
with  this  process. 

Once  an  application  is  com- 
pleted, the  playback  equipment  for 
the  Talking  Books  program  will  be 
sent  within  three  workjngdays.  An 
initial  shipment  of  books  and 
catalogs  is  usually  sent  v^ithin  the 
following  two  working  days.  An 
NLS  reader  advocate  may  also 
follow  up  to  better  personalize  the 
selection  of  materials.  Materialsare 
shipped  and  returned  via  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  at  no  cost.
